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боры of the Tech, 
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. OUR UNACCUSTOMED HOLIDAY, 
with which the present week began, seemed to take 
London unawares. We have been so long used to 
catch only an occasional outing whenever it suited 


our own affairs or the convenience of our employers, 


that to have certain days actually established by 
law as close days at banking-houses and Government 
offices is too much for us to seize upon all at once, 
with a good round determination to make the occa- 
sion general. Thus, when Monday morning broke 
into almost as glorious an autumn day as ever shone, 
the City—and, indeed, all the suburbs, as well as 
what is commonly known as **the West-End "—ex- 
hibited a peculiar want of unanimity. Many of the 
largest and most influential houses of business were 
closed, and the City especially had all the appearance 
of holiday-making—that is to вау, it wasaC оѓ 
shutters, even some of the leading luncheon-bars 
and dining-halls having closed, the proprietors taking 
the opportunity of giving their barmaids and 
waitresses a clear day, knowing that there would be 
few customers to serve. 

We-wish we could record that our appeal on 
behalf of the employées at the district post- 
offices and telegraph stations had been suc- 
cessful; for since we last spoke іп their 
behalf it has transpired that this is likely to be one 
of the most overworked branches of the public ser- 
vice, and will soon need to be revised, especially as 
women will, if they are not protected, altogether fail 
to claim exemption from exhausting toil which they 
are physically incapable of sustaining. Partly be- 
cause of the few careers by which in this country 
well-nurtured women can hope to earn a decent 
maintenance ; and, consequently, of the fear of losing 
a situation, however arduous may be its duties, how- 
ever small its rewards; and partly because of an 
inherent power of patient endurance, a faculty for 
going on and on, and only “‘ giving іп” when the 
strength has altogether failed, women heed very 
stringent regulations to be made оп their behalf. It 
is, perhaps, at once their high virtue and their great 
misfortune that they always seem able to do a little 
more, and to accept a little less if any unrestrained 
exactor should demand а sacrifice from them, Let it 
be understood that we are not saying all this 
apropos of the Post-Office telegraph authorities. 
We believe that there is no desire whatever on the 
part of the managers to overwork employés; and at 
present, considering the difficulties of organisation, 
there has been no uncbnscionable demand made on 
them; but we foresee that this matter will have to 
be considered. The hours are long, the fatigue is 
considerable, the responsibility often trying to the 
nerves and to the temper. It will be well if the 
matter of an occasional holiday or half holiday can 
be generously considered. The almost universal ad- 
vantage taken of the encouragement given to make 
Monday a close day will, we venture to think, soon 
cause each of Ше“ Bank Holidays” to be observed 
as decidedly as though the Act of Parliament applied 
to all classes. At all events, the only hard-working 
people on Monday were railway officials, flymen, 
boatmen, puntmen, suburban and provincial or sea- 
side refreshment purveyors, waiters, steam-boat 
stewards, engineers, stokers, cooks, potmen, itine- 
rants, Ethiopian serenaders, who became zebra-like 
by the violence of their exertions and the combined 
effects of shandy-gaff and perspiration. 

Perhaps few places exhibited a more illustrative 
holiday character than the glorious old Thames from 
Southend, where there was a great excursion; or 
в Clacton-on-Sea,” where a few enthusiasts went to 
look for a new watering-place; up to Twickenham 
and Teddington Lock, or Sunbury, where patient but 
happy anglers spent a quiet day under the trees, as 
they cast their line about the cool weeds, and felt the 
occasional flutter of landing a streak of silver in the 
shape of a roach, АП about Hampton, too, between 
the bridge and the frothy weir, boats were out, and 
blue and white jerseys flitted here and there, steered 
by fair coxswains, mostly with a great length of 
‘¢back-hair’’ hanging down towards the tiller-ropes. 
Brighton was, of course, piping hot and full of ab- 
sorbent Britons; Margate had its share, and boatmen 
in the harbour made a harvest; in fact, as wasrather 
pointlessly observed by a youth who had been long 
meditating something on the journey down, “іп 
holiday time Margate makes a haul by the веа,”” 

But the pleasantest part of the great holiday- 
making was to be seen in quict places not far from 
London, The sweet little rural nooks and corners 
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round the great metropolis—places where parents 
could take their little ones without боб exhausting a 
journey, and let them вее а real cornfield and bask 
in the soft green. meadows, with the smell of haw- 
thorn hedges and the hum and stir of many birds and 
insects borne on the sweet and scented air. There 
are scores of such still, homely, rustic spots—some of 
them, alas! threatened with extinction by rapacious 
lords and the land-rats that eat their way through 
the charters of the people. There is the сойп!ғу 
about Chingford and Chigwell, where honest folks 
look about for the old maypole, and wonder what was 
the site of Mr. Haredale’s house, or in what part of 
the forest Dolly Varden was frightened by Hugh 
and rescued by brave Joe Willett. There are places, 
high and breezy, and with the smell of forest trees 
towards High Beech, and there are sweet, quiet 
haunts around Walthanr where we get near the 
pretty river Lee; and further away in Hertfordshire, 
by pleasant Broxbourne and the soft undulating up- 
lands that lie beyond the stream, where the dappled 
kine stand knee-deep in the shallows, fringed by 
pollard willows, and where the cries of rare birds 
may be heard as the winged creatures skim the open 
*gwims" of the river towards famous old “ Rye 
House." In every county amidst which great London 
lies, like a dim, mysterious opal set in eméralds and 
diamonds, there is ample scope for workers to become 
holiday-makers; and as the custom grows of 
observing more frequently the opportunities ac- 
corded by general custom, other times and 
seasons will be used also, and the coarser features 
of our public outings will disappear. We don’t 
expect—it is doubtful whether we even wish to see— 
the manners of Mr. Ruskin's Utopia take the place of 
the genial humanity and mutual good-fellowship, 
however roughly expressed, of our great popular 
gatherings. Mr. Ruskin would filter humanity 
through high-art blotting-paper, and then experi- 
ment with the single insipid drop which remains after 
being distilled through an Athenian retort, 

Perhaps it will be some time before we consume 
less beer on our holiday journeys, but we shall take 
our liquor more quietly; there may be less indul- 
gence in the idiotic indelicacies of the music-hall, and 
more part-singing ; less horse play and a more intel- 
ligent realisation of the luxury of healthy exercise. 
Perhaps scientific investigation may be long before it 
becomes associated with a popular ramble, but there 
may be and will be a more observant spirit stimu- 
lated, less by the greater diffusion of learning than by 
the more general practice of education, less by the 
futile endeavour to impart, as if were, a new 
faculty by mechanical grinding of the intellect, than 
by the habit of developing the mental powers, and 
leading the heart and the intellect together in gentle 
loving thoughts and a right understanding of the 
useful beauties of creation and the glory and promise 
of life. But we have been already so discursive in this 
our holiday, zigzag, reminiscence of the great topic 
of the week that we must ask the reader to pardon 
us. Let us all go to work until the next day of 
outing comes round, and let us cultivate the recol- 
lections of the last, not unmindful of the epigram- 
matic saying of the thoughtful Frenchman, that 
* there is nothing so delightful as going out for a 
day's pleasure—except coming home again," 


HARVEST PROSPECTS. 

Returns from 194 correspondents in England and 
Wales, 35 in Scotland, and 11 in Ireland, are tabu- 
lated by the Agricultural Gazette. For wheat, 43 
per cent of the returns report an ‘‘average’’ crop, 54 
per cent “ under average," aud only 3 per cent “ over 
average." For barley, 60 per cent say “average,” 
35 per cent **over average," and 5 per cent ‘ under 
average." For oats, 55 per cent say ''average," 
27 per cent ‘“‘under average,” and 18 per cent 
‘over average." For beans, the returns are 
59 per cent for ап ‘‘average,’” 34 per cent 
“under average," and 7 per cent “оуег aver- 
age." Апа for peas, 58 per cent of the reports 
speak of an “ауегаве,” 36 per cent of *'over 
average," and 6 per cent of **underaverage.' The 
inference from these figures is, that we have * am 
inferior erop of wheat, a very good crop of barley, an 
average crop of oats, and crops of beans and peas 
which never promised better, but which, in the case 
of the former already, and in that of the latter will 
most dee | before harvest, have disappointed ex- 
pectations, Cattle food of all kinds promises to be 
abundant. Mangolds, indeed, do not prosper insuch 
weather as we have had, but turnips were never 
better; and grass is plentiful, though hay has been 
badly made. The wet season is producing its usual 
effect in an early development of the potato disease.”

THE ABANDONED ENCAMPMENT. 


Whether or not short recruits such as our Artist 
depicts have occasioned the abandonment of the 
Berkshire encampment, the sudden alteration in the 
plans of the War Office reflect as little credit upon 
our military nuthorities'as the wreck of the Месгога 
does upon the Admiralty, The Times justly points 
out—** We pay this year £16,000,000 for our Army, 
and it now appears that, after six months’ prepara- 
tion, we aro unable to march 30,000 men a distance 
of thirty miles. The explanations promised may be 
instructive, but they cannot alter these facts. It 
may be discovered whether the failure is to be 
ascribed to the system or to the men who administer 
it. The result is utterly discreditable, no matter 
how the blame may be distributed. Mr. Cardwell 
must not be content to treat our Army as Don 
Quixote treated his grandfather's helmet. When he 
found that а single stroke of the sword destroyed 
the pasteboard work with which he had patched it, 
he thought it prudent not to test it апу more, but 
resolved that, ‘ without further experiment, it should 
pau allintents and purposes for a full and suf- 

cient helmet. Mr, Cardwell seems similarly con- 
tent that, without any experiment, our forces shall 
pass for a full and sufficient army. The country will 
not thus be satisfied. "This ready abandonment of 
an essential part of their scheme will materially 
affect the confidence felt in the ability of the Govern- 
ment to perform their promises; and we trust it may 
not even yet be too late to reconsider so unworthy & 
determination." 


THE NATIONAL ARTILLERY ASSOCIATION. 

The camp of instruction at the famous Shoebury- 
ness ‘School of Gunnery opened on Saturday, and 
promises to be the most successful, as it is certainly 
the largest and most complete, military camp yet 
seen for the volunteer force of this country. During 
this week selected detachments from volunteer artil- 
lery brigadesin different parts of England, Scotland, 
and Wales have, in this remote corner of Essex, 
entered on a strict garrison life, undergoing day and 
night duty in guarding the camp, receiving instruc- 
tion in the art of scientifico gunnery as now taught 
and praetised by the ** Royals," and have competed, 
with what are esteemed the best ordnance in the 
world, for valuable prizes given by her Majesty, the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, the Houses 
of Parliament, and others who regard the volunteer 
institution with interest. The camp is pitched on a 
meadow, pleasant enough in fair weather, outside the 
walls of the station barracks. It is on the Govern- 
ment ground, and sentinels guard every avenue, No 
one is allowed to enter without a challenge, and 
strangers are altogether forbidden the batteries, 
which are on the sea wall, and are guarded by the 
Royal Artillery. 


TEMPERANCE FESTIVALS. 
THE CRYSTAL PALACE FETE. 

Our front Illustration depicts the pleasant festive 
gathering which took place at the Crystal Palace on 
the first day of the month. The annual temperance 
féte was a grand success, Excursion-trains from all 
parts of the country bore loads of the enthusiastic 
Temperance Leaguers, Bands of Hope, Sons of the 
Phoenix, Camps of Rechabites, Good Templars, and 
a mighty following, in full regalia, of ‘original 
Grand Orders." In all, some 63,000 visitors entered 
the doors of the palace, some 40,000 arriving early in 
the morning, and soon the grounds апа building 
were crowded with the pleasure-seekers, who keep 
their holiday in a fashion particularly their own. 
The non-pledged portion of the public could be easily 
distinguished from the abstainers—the teetotallers, 
male and female, rejoicing in embroidered stars, 
medals, sashes, and collars of various tints, all ‘worn 
so as to make as much display as possible. The ab- 
stainers had come to the palace not so much to see as 
to be seen, and bands, banners, and other decorations 
gave considerable aid to their efforts to show the 
strength of their organisation. The weather was all 
that could be desired for outdoor display, and the 
different ‘‘orders,’’ from the Bands of Hope to the 
older societies, fell in, rank above rank, on the ter- 
races, and they were engaged in the organisation of 
a monster procession even at a time when in the 
palace itself a countless crowd was listening to 
speeches being delivered in the centre transept, Rear- 
та Sir William Hall, K.C.B., occupying the 
chair. 

The speakers occupied themselves, of course, with 
the one topic, and among them were Senator Wilson, 
of Massachusetts; the Baboo Sasipada Banerjee, 
from India; and other gentlemen. en the pro- 
cession was ready it marched through the grounds 
in military order, division upon division, pre- 
senting a very pleasing sight altogether, and the 
beautiful palace-grounds never, perhaps, looked to 
better advantage than when seen with the long pro- 
cession of colour-wearing men, women, and children 


winding through its walks and terraces. In the after- 
noon the Handel orchestra was filled with Bands of 
Hope and the choir of the Temperance Union. 

The immense combined choir of 5000 voices chanted 
selections of temperance and other songs in a most 
effective manner, and the concert was extremely well 
conducted by Mr. Frederick Smith. Later in the 
afternoon the great balloon Eagle made a most suc- 
cessful ascent, and all the great fountains displayed 
their combined charms, A short interval after the 
water had ceased to play, the fountains of eloquence 
were turned on at an open-air meeting. The concert 
was repeated later in the evening, and the amuse- 
ments closed with some selections on the great organ 
by Mr. J. Coward. 


GREAT TEMPERANCE PROCESSION IN MANCHESTER, 


On Saturday afternoon the temperance societies 
of Manchester had their annual procession, The 
place of assembly was Albert-square, which became 
crowded shortly after three o'clock by the abstainers 
and those who had gathered to see them. The 
societies which signifled their intention to take part 
in the procession numbered about twenty-seven, and 
there appeared to be nearly 2000 persons altogether 
in the procession when it started about four o'clock, 
Except the Bands of Hope, the societies consisted of 
respectably-dressed men and women, and were рге- 
ceded by bands of music playing lively airs. Many 
of the young women in the procession carried 
bouquets, or were attired in white and wore wreaths, a 
number of the youths held aloft flags and banners 
inscribed with appropriate mottoes, and, indeed, all 
carried some badge or token of their membership. Іп 
the evening a number of the societies held tea 
meetings. 


A CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS. 

ACCIDENT TO AN Excursion-TRAIN. — Between 
two and three o'clock on Tuesday morning an excur- 
sion-train from London to the north ran into a 
brake-van attached to some empty carriages at 
Burley junction, near Doncaster. The passengers 
escaped with slight shakings, but the line was blocked 
for four or five hours. 

FATAL ACCIDENT NEAR MANCHESTER.—A shock- 
ing acciden happened, on Saturday evening, at the 
Wilmslow Gasworks, about twelve miles from Man- 
chester. A new gasometer was being erected, and 
the workmen had dug to a depth of 24ft. in pre- 
paring the foundations, when the sides of the excava- 
tion fell in suddenly, and six persons were buried 
beneath the sand. They had no chance of aid, and 
not one of them was recovered until four o'clock next 
morning, by which time they were all dead. The 
manager and the engineer of the works were amongst 
the number. 

THE AMERICAN BARQUE SOUTHAMPTON, with a 
valuable general cargo on board, took fire soon after 
leaving the Mersey on Saturday morning. She was 
at once towed into dock, and efforts were made to 
subdue the fire; but these were unavailing, and the 
vessel was completely destroyed. 


SHOCKING SUICIDE AT RAMSGATE.—About three 
o'clock on Monday afternoon, а woman named 
Palmer, the wife of a painter living at the hamlet of 
Chilton, Isle of Thanet, threw Lerself from the west 
cliff, Ramsgate, on to the rocks below. She was picked 
up by a passing pleasure-boat, and medical aid was 
procured, but she is so dangerously injured that she 
is not expected to survive. The cause of the attempt 
is said to have been jealousy of her husband. 


WRECK ON THE IRISH Coast.—The brigantine 
Jane, of Bournemouth, Edward Evans, master, from 
Dublin for Newport, laden with prop-wood, went on 
the Mizen Head Sandbank on Friday week. On her 
perilous position being observed the Arklow life-boat 
of the National Life-Boat Institution went out and 
found she was leaking very much, and likely to be- 
come a total wreck. Accordingly the crew of five 
men were taken off and brought safely ashore in the 
life-boat through a heavy sea. Тһе boa: got back to 
her station about three o'cloek on Saturday morning. 
Three hours afterwards she proceeded out again with 
equal success to another brigantine that had got on 
the Mizen Head Bank. 


Sap BATHING ACCIDENT AT NORTHWICH.—A 
melancholy occurrence took place at Northwich, on 
Monday. About one o’clock two young men, named 
Frederick Sprowston and Richard Cawley, aged 
about eighteen, were bathing in the River Weaver, 
a short distance on the Winsford side of the Town 
Bridge. Sprowston swam across the water, and 
landed in a dockyard close by, and on turning round 
he perceived Cawley to bestruggling half way across. 


He immediately struck out, and succeeded іп reach- + 


ing Cawley before he sank. The drowning man 
seized Sprowston with a death-grip, and both went 
down together. ‘They were not seen again alive. 
Several boats and grapples were immediately pro- 
cured, and three men were soon diving. The body of 
Sprowston was grappled in about twenty-five minutes 
after the accident; but Mr. Williams, surgeon, who 
was promptly in attendance, pronounced life to be 
extinct.

YACHTING AT RYDE: A CUTTER WINNING.

Tasmaniensis. 
THE DOLPHIN 


depicted in our Engraving was captured near Flinders 
Island, in Bass's Strait, and exhibited for some time 
in the town of Launceston, Tasmania. It wasafter- 
wards purchased by a soapboiler, who put the entire 
careass into his boiling-vat for the sake of itsoil. The 
following description, published in the Launceston 
Examiner, was drawn up by a colonial naturalist, 
Mr. Frank E. Clark, of that place :—** Thisspecimen 
was captured in a bay on Dog Island, to the south of 
Flinders. It was stranded on the rocks, probably 
when in search of food. An end was put to itsexist- 
ence by а knife thrust under the left pectoral fin, 
after it had been cnt and knocked about with stones 
and axes, Ву this capture а third species has been 
added to the rare genus Ziphius, or, as i5 was for- 
merly called, Diodon, by the earlier naturalists. Its 
appellation was altered in consequence of the latter 
title being appropriated to the urchin fishes. 
“Formerly there were but two species to this 
genus—Z, Desmaresti, described and figured by Risso 
in the ‘Histoire Naturelle de Nice;’ and the 2. 
Sowerbiensis, described by Mr, Sowerby in his 
‘ British Miscellany,’ from a specimen cast ashore 
near Brodie House, Elginshire; the skull of this 
individual was preserved by Mr. Sowerby in his mu- 
seum, and, after his decease, was placed, by the late 
Dr. Buckland, in the anatomical museum at Oxford. 
As it із so valuable a specimen it has been multiplied 
by means of plaster casts, which have been distributed 
to various scientific institutions. Unfortunately, the 
skeleton of the specimen captured near Flinders has 
been totally destroyed, 
“It was of the male gender; the body stont and 
thick, especially in the middle; deep, but narrow, 
and sharply keeled towards the tail; forehead de- 
pressed; а distinct appearance of neck; the fore- 
head, though, in this specimen was rather more 
prominent than those of the other species; a longish 
muzzle, upper jaw short, without teeth, narrow, the 
palate fitting into hollow of lower jaw; lower jaw 
much longer than upper, having two large molar 
teeth, truncated wedged shape, placed far back near 
end of gape (they were very much worn); of a 
tongue the only vestige was a puffing up of the skin 
on the bottom of the mouth; the eye very small, but 
lin. in diameter, almost round, with dark-bluish iris, 
pupil black, "The spiracle or blow-hole was very 
large in shape, exactly agreeing with the description 
in generic characters; but, as the top of the head 
was very much cut about, no correct measurement 
could be obtained. Pectoral fins, 17in. in length; 
both these and the dorgal fin were short. Theheight 
of dorsal was 7in., and it was triangular in shape, its 
posterior ending immediately over vent. The tail 
was large and very much festooned, the diameter of 
it 3 ft. lin. On the throat the furrows were very 
distinctly marked. On the extreme end of the snout 
it had two false nostrils, a distinctive feature of many 
of the delphinidw. These false nostrils are caused 
by the young having two strong bristles growing on 
the end of the snout, which fall out when they reach 
adult age, leaving the depressions often mistaken for 
nostrils, An exaggerated form of these bristles is 
seen in the narwhal (Monodon monoceros), in which 
the bristles are changed into permanent horns, placed 
not in the centre, but to the right of the snout; in 
the Inia (I. Boliviensis, D'Orbigny) the whole snout 
is covered with stout bristles. 
“The total length of the Flinders specimen was 
18 ft., its girth almost 11 ft, In colour it was dark 
grey, almost black, with the exception of a part of 
the belly, from the throat to the vent, which was a 
dirty white with a tinge of brown." 


A DOG'S TESTIMONY. 


An action to recover possession of a valuable dog 
was tried, at the Croydon Assizes, last week, before 
Mr. Baron Bramwell. The plaintiff, Mr. Hallett, 
is the husband of Lady Selwyn, widow of the late 
Lord Justice, The dog was presented to her by a 
lady named Reed, who had it when a puppy and 
brought it up, and it was clearly proved that this 
was within the last two years, so that the dog is not 
now quite two years old, and asit was admitted that 
the dog in question was the same dog which Lady 
Selwyn had, this fact was decisive of the case, 
The case for the defendant, Mr, Booth, who found 
the dog in April last and had kept it ever since, was 
that it was a dog he had in 1864 and lost in 1867, so 
that he claimed it as a Gog seven years old, whereas 
it was proved beyond a doubt that it was not quite 
two years old, 

The dog himself, a large Labrador dog, jet black, 
but with white chest and paws, was called into 
court at the suggestion of his Lordship, and, accord- 
ing to the Times reporter, the animal's evidence, “іп 
the mind of every impartial person, at once decided 
the cause, Although he had been in the custody of 
the defendant ever since April, and had left Mrs. 
Reed's long before, yet the moment he saw the 
young lady who had attended to him he showed the 
moat. lively signa of recognition; he whined and

struggled to get at her, and his dumb but unbiassed 
testimony at once decided the case, In vain after 
this did Mr. Booth swear point blank that it was bis 
dog, the dog he lost іп 1867; іп vain did the wit- 
nesses support his assertion and swear point blank 
that the dog was his, It was observed that, 
though the dog no doubt knew him, yet he rather 
endured his caresses than responded to them, and 
there was nothing of that yearning, earnest recog- 
ed which he showed for the young lady, his early 
riend, 

Mr. Baron Bramwell said he thought the case a 
remarkably clear one. **As to the value of the dog,” 
the learned Baron said, patting the head of the beast, 
who sat hy him on the bench during the summing 
up, “Тат sure ће is at least worth £30, for I know 
some one who would give that sum for him at this 
moment." Тһе jury instantly found a verdict for 
the plaintiff, adding that they did not doubt the 
sincerity of Mr. Booth’s evidence.

half way hetween the Cape of Good Hope and 
Aus'ralia, at a distance of more than 2000 miles from 
exch shore. Within sight of it, about forty miles to 
the north, is the sister isle of Amsterdam. Both were 
discovered and christened by Vleming, and for a long 
time the two were much confounded by.mariners ; 
but of late years captains bound to China an 
Australasia often sight them, and American whalers 
frequent the neighbouring seas, so that their relative 
positions are well enough known. The Austrian navi- 
gators landed, where apparently the Mezra’s people 
also got ashore, in the great Crater D:sin which 
opens on the east side of the isle. This extraordi- 
nary place із в, vast volcanic cup opened to the 
sea Бу a breach in its rim, the entrance having 
only a few feet of water; the lava cliffs hemming 
it in are thronged by sea-birds, and the waters below 
swarm with sharks and all kinds of fish. The basin 
is a magnificent amphitheatre, clothed with coarse 
grass, its sides rising to а height of 800 ft.; and at

а tract of hot slimy ground, which bubbles and smokes 
and is dangerous to walk upon. The worst point 
about the island, quickly ascertained by the Novara's 


staff, is that fresh-water ngs do notorcur. The 
rainfall and the hot brackish fountains are all that it 
affords; but, after a little habit, no ill effect was 
experienced from drinking these waters. 


The fine season lasts from November to April ; so 
that it is now about mid-winter with our countrymen 
on the island, and very stormy. The fact, however, 
will give them the help of rain, which falls in won- 
derfnl quantity ; though, on the other hand, as there 
was in 1857 no firewood upon the island—not even я 
bush—and the cold is often sharp, to obtain warmth 
will be а matter of great difficulty, unless the wreck 
be still accessible for supplies of timber and fuel. 

` INDIGENOUS FOOD. 

The Novara’s people found growing only seven 
indigenous vegetables in the flora of the place—six 
kinds of grass, and a reed, ог сурегасга; but they 
found, with chickweed and plaintam among the 
coarse native grass, parsley, carrots, and potatoes 
growing there, the after-crop of the sealers; and 
they planted, before leaving, cabbages, celery, cress, 
turnips, and spoonwort. The Austrians also put 
seedling pines and some protea into the ground ; but, 
as only thirteen years have elapsed, it is to be feared 
that our people will find little result from the bene- 
volent gardening. Birds were abundant in Novem- 
ber, the month of the fri 's. visit. 
which used once to come in thousands to the 
basin, appeared to have left it altogether; but 
on the plateau were found wild swine, goats, 
cats, rabbits, and a hare—to which the Novara 
presented a mate brought from Cape Town; and the 
visitors also turned down a pair of geese. No-doubt 
these will have increased; and we may hear that the 
kindly antion of the German navigators has greatly 
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were found incapable of keeping it | natural inhabitants of the place, besides the birds 


and fishes, The basin is so full of lobsters and cray- 
fish that hundredweights have beon taken in a morn- 
ing by one boat; and whalers passing near are ac- 
customed to supply themselves for weeks with the 
salted eatch of a single day's sport. The sea-birds 
are, as has been said, very plentiful, but only, we 
fear, in the breeding season, From November to 
September the majority of them leave the place ; but 
sportsmen would, no doubt, be able to shoot some 
penguins, albatross, and gulls all the year round. 
Amsterdam Island bas good water, and possesses а 
more váried flora and fauna; but the Novara's 
people could not penetrate the tough, long grass; 
and little is really known of the sister islet, which the 
Megiera’s crew will sce every clear day, but will 
scarcely be able to visit, even if they wished.

THE COURT-MARTIAL 


for the trial of the Communist insurgents was opened 
at Versailles on Monday. Тһе report, setting forth 
the circumstances under which the insurrection 
originated, states that 238 edifices were destroyed or 
attacked by fire.

INDEMNITY FOR FRENCHMEN. 


A bill providing for the indemnification of the suf- 
ferers in the invaded departments of France was dis- 
cussed in the National Assembly on Friday and 
Saturday. . М. Thiers strongly opposed the principle 
of an indemnity, which would require a sum beyond 
the means of the Treasury. They could only succour 
real heartrending misfortune, and that only in pro- 
portion to the means of the State. He was in favour 
of an indemnity only so far as those districts of Paris 
which had been reduced to ruins by the artillery of 
the Government were concerned, and warned the pro- 
moters of the bill that their proposals would divide 
the indemnification between the ruined poor and the 
rich, who did not require it, Аб в suggestion the 
bill was delayed until Tuesday, in order that the 
final wording of it might be determined upon. M. 
Thiers was much interrupted in the course of his 
speeches. 


FIGHT BETWEEN GERMANS AND FRENCH. 


A very serious quarrel has occurred at Poligny, in 
the Jura, between the Germans and the inhabitants. 
A Prussian soldier was found hung near the railway 
station, which exasperated the Germans occupying 
the town, who patrolled the streets all night, and 
while doing so two shots were fired, by which one 
man was killed and another mortally wounded. The 
alarm was thereupon sounded, and the soldiers 
rushed upon the people and wounded a great 
number. Next day the Prussians occupied the town, 
and threatened to burn it, but desisted on the inter- 
vention of the authorities, who undertook to bring 
the offenders to justice. , 


THE INSURRECTION IN ALGERIA. 


The advices from Algiers are still of a serious 
nature. This evening’s newspapers urge upon the 
Government the adoption of a regular of opera- 
tions, and that the utmost vigour іе) | be displayed 
in suppressing the insurrectionary movement. The 
Paris Journal mentions a rumour that Vice-Admi:al 
Gueydon has addressed a report to М, Thiers, and 
has threatened to resign unless his proposals are 
adopted. The Francais amnounces that numerous 
changes have been ordered in the staff of Generals 
in Algeria, in consequence of the opposition of sevoral 
among them to the wishes of Admiral Gueydon. It 
appears that the Admiral's orders are badly executed, 
or not executed at all, by some of the commanding 
officers. General Wolff, it is said, will replace 
General Lallemand. 


RIOTS IN BERLIN. 

There have beon serious riots in Berlin, caused by 
the ejectment of some tenants from lodgings which 
had been sublet бо them in violation of the agreement 
made with the landlord. The house was almost de- 
molished by the mob, and the mounted police had to 
be валаў out to clear the streets. Many persons were 
wounded, 


PROGRESS OF THE CHOLERA. 


BERLIN, Aug. 7.—According to the official returns 
twelve cases of cholera had been reported up to, 
Ang. 1 (that is in three days) in Königsberg, seven 
of which terminated fatally. The provincial autho- 
rities at Stettin have prescribed sanitary precautions 
for the whole province of Pomerania, making the 
local authorities responsible for their enforcement. 
At Berlin it is proposed to form a sanitary guard to 
superintend the carrying out of the sanitary measures 


about to be ordered, 
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THE ROYAL VISIT TO IRELAND. 
Tur visit of the Prince of Wales, Prince Arthur, and 
the Marquis and Marchioness of Lorneto Ireland has 
come and gone; and, although an unfortunate col- 
lision between the police and the people cast some 
shadow on the last day of their stay in Dublin, it 
may be confidently predicted that this Royal trip 
will be fruitful of much good feeling in Ireland. 
Right loyal cheers greeted the Royal party, and 
their Royal Highnesses went right heartily into the 
festivities set down for them,

pointing out a remedy to one Irish grievance when, 
alluding to the interest which the Earl of Pembroke 
had shown in the country, and his liberality in grant- 
ing a site for the showyard, his Royal Highness 
said he was sure that if those gentlemen who found 
it difficult to leave England, but who had large Irish 
estates, would come over more frequently to Ireland 
it would do incalculable good. 


THE INSTALLATION OF KNIGHTS OF 8T. PATRICK 
was one of the ceremonials which the Princes 
honoured with their presence. The investiture of 
Lords Powerscourt and Southwell with the order 
took place in Dublin Castle, and an idea of the 
grandeur of the spectacle may be formed from our 
Illustration, which represents a similar scene іп Sf. 
Patrick’s Cathedral. After the banquet the company 
retired to St. Patrick's Hall, where 


THE INVESTITURE 


was proposed. The hall was elegantly adorned and 
filled with a brilliant assemblage, a number of -ad- 
ditional spectators having been invited to witness the 
ceremony. His Excellency took his place at the 
head of the Knights’ table, and directed the Chapter 
to be summoned. The two Knights-elect were then 
sworn in and invested with great solemnity and pomp. 
There were processions of different sections of the 
Chapter Marshal led by sound of trumpet, and at the 
close the whole company of Knights, arrayed in the 
blue mantles of the order, attended by the officers in 
their robes and bearing theinsignia of state, marched 
in procession through the hall, while the band of 
the Grenadier Guards played the National Anthem 
and “55. Patrick's Рау.” 

The following account is given of the ceremony of 
investiture :—Lord Powerscourt is introduced, kneels 
on а cushion by the Grand Master's chair, and re- 
ceives knighthood at his hands.. This is not the 
knighthood of the Order, but the necessary and pre- 
liminary step, after which Lord Powerscourt retires, 
There is a brief pause, after which Earl Spencer, in 
a loud voice, communicates to the Chapter that her 
Majesty has been pleased to nominate Sir Mervyn 
Wingfield, Knight, Viscount Powerscourt, to be a 
Knight Companion of the illustrious Order, and to 
command that his Lordship be invested with the 
ribbon and the badge. His Excellency next orders 
the two junior Knights, the Earl of Erne and the 
Marquis of Waterford, to proceed to the door of the 
Chapter-room and to conduct Lord Powerscourt 
between them to the chair of state. This is дойе. 
** Ulster," who never loses his distinctive character, 
and who seems indeed to be a skilful chess-player 
moving his men upon the board, bearing the ribbon 
and badge before them on a velyet cushion. The 
Archbishop of Armagh now reads the Declaration of 
the Order, which Lord Powerscourt signs, thereby 
pledging himself to observe its ordinances and protect 
its privileges, the secretary taking the signed document 
and depositing the same in the registry. The actual 
ceremony of investiture is soon over now. Lord 
Powerscourt, who remains in custody, as it were, 
between Lord Erne and the Marquis of Waterford, 
stands on the left of the chair of state; and the Prince 
of Wales and Ртінсе Arthur stand up as Royal 
Knights to assist Earl Spencer in putting the ribbon 
and badge over Lord Powerscourt’s right shoulder, 
Prince Arthur arranging it with his own hands, the 
Lord Lieutenant at the same time addressing the new 
knight in a loud voice, as follows:—*‘ Sir, the loving 
company of the order of 5%, Patrick hath received 
you their brother, lover, and fellow ;; and in token 
and knowledge of this they give you and present you 
this badge, the which God will that you receive and 
wear from henceforth to His praise and pleasure, and 
to the exaltation and honour ов the said illustrious 
order and yourself.’ The Grand Master delivered 
this welcome in an impressive manner. After this, 
a few words of less formal congratulation follow, and 
Lord Powerscourt takes his seat at the end of the 
table and opposite the vacant chair left for Viscount 
Southwell.. The latter is introduced in his turn, and 
the ceremony repeated from the commencement. 

THE BALL 
in the Exhibition Palace mightily pleased one flowery 
reporter : —** There was a fascination about that ball 
in the glass palace which I felt in common with 
thousands; its floor was so good, the music so tempt- 
ing, the scene so magnificent. There was so little 
crowding, and there was such a general feeling that 
the last dance was to be kept up with spirit, that I 
am sure Prince Arthur rightly expressed all our sen- 
timents when he declared, before going away, that 
16 was the jolliest dance he had ever been at.’ The 
time did not slip away—it flew; but no trick could 
deceive the company concerning the advent of the 
morning, In an ordinary pall-room you ean har ont 


with shutters, hide with thick curtains, and expel 
with double blinds thecruel calm of the early day; but 
in a glass palace you are at the mercy of the light. 
I never shall forget the effect of the daybreak 
on Saturday morning as seen through the glass 
roof of the Exhibition Palace when the ball 
was at.its height. Here was a subject for a colouvist. 
Suddenly, between three and four, the perfect blue 
of the heavens and the daylight streaming down 
through the roof upon the dancers made the ball- 
room look positively awful. The lights did not burn 
blue, but green. The diamonds studding the fair 
hair, or emeralds in necklaces, flashed no more; their 
sparkle appeared to have died out, The day, so 
calm and so exquisitely pure, showed up with wither- 
ing effect the paint and the powder, the torn dresses, 
the wreck which invariably follows at the end of a 
dance, when the most beautiful complexion in the 
room was dead and waxen. Thus the dawn, finding 
us out аб our revels, drove us, like guilty creatures, 
to bed. 16 was not until nearly four that the Royal 
party, which had danced without stopping all the 
evening, walked down the ball-room on their way to 
the carriage, warmly cheered the while; and an hour 
and a half afterwards the blue sky became so intense 
that Mr. Liddell, the leader of the orchestra, could 
stand it no longer, and struck up- ‘God Save the 
Queen,’ in order to end the revels.’’ 


A PICNIC AT GLENDALOUGH 


brought the Royal visit to а delightful close, on 
Saturday, and the scenery passed on the way calls 
from the enthusiastic ‘‘special’’ we have before 
quoted the following eloquent rhapsody :—** Would 
I could have brought here the worshippers of my 
own city, away from the wilderness of mortar and 
chimney-pots, to revel with me in the purity and 
peace of such a Sunday as this. 16 was like longing 
for a-dead friend. There was I, with health and 


strength, trampling among the gorse, skirting the | 


hedgerows—a mass of blackberry blossom—scenting 
the gardens of wild flowers; mounting the highest 


hills, viewing magnificent panoramas such as I have | 


never seen since days in Switzerland. We drove at 
midday through villages of peasants basking in the 
sun; we tore from the hills of the monastery red 
roses, warm with sunlight; we lounged in the monas- 
tery gardens, rich in summer flowers; we breasted, 
before luncheon, the highest hill, going to have a 
look аб the sea in.the distance. Glancing from 
splendid hills at the beautifully-cultivated land 
below, we asked ourselves if, $n truth, Ireland was a 
barren country—a rank, unweeded garden—as Ireland 
would make us believe. This is not the time nor the 
place to discuss Irish grievances; but, taking in as 
much of Ireland as I could see from the hill-top 
above the peaceful monastery, viewing the pastures, 
smelling the hay, and noticing the grand green 
colour of the Jand, I could net help thinking that 
Ireland, irrespective of her people, is highly gifted ; 
that her people should know well enough that it is a 
land much to be envied.” 


THE DEPARTURE FROM KINGSTOWN 
took place on Monday. When the Lord Lieutenant 
and Countess Spencer left the Royal yacht steam was 
got up and the yacht moved slowly out of the har- 
bour, the Prince of Wales, Prince Arthur, and 
Princess Louise, with the Marquis of Lorne, stand- 
ing in prominent places on deck, while the assembled 
spectators cheered lustily. 


SERIOUS RIOT IN DUBLIN. 

An alarming riot took place in Dublin on Sunday 
afternoon, in consequence of the attempt to hold an 
amnesty meeting in Phoenix Park, in spite of a pro- 
hibition issued on Saturday night by the police 
authorities. The promoters of the meeting—Mr. 
Smyth, M.P.; Mr. A. M. Sullivan, of the Nation ; 
Mr. John Sullivan; Mr. John Nolan, secretary of 
the Amnesty Association; Mr. O. Byrne, of the 
Irishman ; and others—entered the park shortly after 
four o'clock, followed by large crowds of men, women, 
and children, who assembled round the Wellington 
monument, where the intendingspeakers took up their 
Station. Superintendent Howe, ascending the steps of 
the monument, addressed Mr. Smyth, who was about 
to preside, and said that his instructions were to pre- 
vent the meeting being held. Mr. O'Byrne replied 
that it was intended to test the legality of the pro- 
ceedings. Suddenly some of the crowd from behind 
pushed Howe amongst the crowd, by whom he was 
barbarously ill-treated. A fearful riot ensued, men, 
women, and children being severely beaten, and, 
according to one statement, kicked by the police. 
Many women with children in their arms were thrown 
down and trampled on. The fight continued for half 
an hour, until the police, being reinforced, succeeded 
in dispersing the crowd. Many persons bore marks 
of severe injury. Mr. Smyth, M.P., and the leaders 
of the meeting were severely beaten. One of the 
Messrs, Sullivan was removed to the hospital, and 
Mr, Nolan had his jawbone injured.

led Christian scheme ought to be taken in a 
spiritual and not in a carnal sense; and in like 
manner he maintained that we should understand in 
а spiritual sense much of the history of Jesus in the 
gospels, who was the first of ascetics and in principle 
a “Shaker.” Passing back to the Old Testament, 
he urged that Moses was the first of social reformers 
and the most foresighted of rulers, and that in his 
management of the Israclitish ‘‘camp’’ in the 
wilderness he showed himself worldly wise and also 
an enlightened communist. He urged, also, that a 
communistic spirit pervaded the legislation of Moses, 
especially in respect of the Sabbatical year and in 
the terminal abolition of debts ani of slavery. 


He followed this up by stating that out of the reli- 


gious bodies known in England the ** Quakers’’ were 
those who most nearly approximated, as in name, so 
also in character, to the ** Shaker’’ community, as 
being lovers of peace, harmony, sobriety, chastity, 
and of non-resistance by war; adding that both 
England as a country and London as a great city 
had need to reform their social code and habits of 
life, and warning his hearers that other empires and 
cities as large and as powerful as our own had 
perished by the sword. It would be well for England 
if she would trust less in the sword and more in God, 
and do more to cultivate the life of God’s spirit, 
which alone could make a people happy and con- 
tented, secure strict justice between man and 
man, The speaker was loudly cheered. at various 
points іп hts discourse, which, though it lasted an 
hour and a half, was listened to with marked atten- 
tion, А vote of thanks to “ Elder Frederick’’ ter- 
minated the proceedings; and it was announced that 
a new journal named the Shaker had been started 
and published in Southampton-row to advocate the 
views of his co-religionists.. We understand that 
** Elder Frederick " is the first member of the Shaker 
Church who has been sent officially on a mission to 
England; and we are told that on Sunday next he is 
to lecture at Bradford, Yorkshire.

Mr. Cook is already hard at 
work; and Mr. Gaze is putting fresh straps to his 
travelling-trunks, while offering trains, steam-boats, 
and hotel comforts to the British voyager who de- 
clines to combine hardship with ‘the nineteenth 


century. 
The true British voyager of this class will, with 
equal prudence, decline to give his assent to—— well, 


to avoid a pun, let us say will stay below and wait to 
hear all about it from people who come home with 
tired legs, frost-bitten fingers, and torn trousers, and 
who have been going to see the sun rise at great per- 
sonal danger, while he has had his three meals a day 
and read all the newspapers at his hotel, “аз 
comfortable as а biddy."

EXCITING ADVENTURE ON THE ALPS. 

The Swiss ‘Times says that two gentlemen from 
Bale and three from Glarus recently made an excur- 
sion into the Valley of Lindt, for the purpose of 
ascending the Tódi, or Piz Ruslin (11,886 #6.), one of 
the most conspicuous of the mountains in eastern 
Switzerland. On the 25th ult., at three o’clock in 
the morning, the party left the Griinhorn Hut, built 
by the Swiss Alpine Club, where they had passed the 
night, the Foshn blowing very violently, and reached 
the Glacier of Bifferten after a very fatiguing walk 
of three hours, the Кући making the snow so soft 
that their feet sank deep into it at each step. On 
reaching a very deep and wide crevasse, which stopped 
their further progress, two of the party went some 
way along it to see if it grew any narrower; but their 
weight caused a large mass of snow on which they 
were standing to give way, and they were both 

‘PITCHED HEADLONG INTO THE OPENING, 

Their companions, who were sufficiently near to sce 
the accident, were stupefied with horror, and were 
some time before they became sufficiently collected to 
formany plan for delivering their unfortunate friends, 
if they were still alive, of which they entertained but 
slight hopes, owing to the depth to which they had 
fallen. On cautiously drawing near to the edge of 
the precipice, however, and shouting down, they at 
length heard a feeble cry, which assured them that 
both at least were not killed, and, being provided 
with stout cords, they joined several together, so as 
to make a rope 80ft. long, and threw it down, but it 
was found to be much too short. They then added 
another piece 60 #6. long, and, on lowering the rore 
once more, were delighted to find that it reached t! e 
bottom and became tightened, assuring them that ;t 
had been caught hold of by their friends. After 
more than an hour'slabourthey succeeded in drawing; 
both gentlemen from their dreadful position, who 
stated that they owed their safety to the softened

‘gate cannot be overrated. Therefore, I at once 
declare that, to my knowledge, we have not a single 
case of smallpox in the town; and this very satis- 
factory condition of freeness from the complaint is 
the result of the precautions taken for the preventing 
any and every case of infectious smallpox entering 
the town. I have the pleasing opportunity, after a 
residence here of thirty years, of repeating my oft- 
expressed declaration that the entrance to Margate

Lawrence-on-Sea, Thanet, to deliberately seat him- 
self upon the edge of the cliff, with his legs over- 
hanging the depth below. efore he could be 
remonstrated with on his folly or restrained he raised 
himself upon his elbows, when in a moment the loose 
surface mould on the brow of the cliff gave way and 
he was precipitated to the bathing sands below, a 
depth of 75ft. When found at the spot where ће 
had fallen he was past all human aid.
